Obituary 


Mrs. SARAH FRANKLIN 


Sarah Dunn was born August 
26, 1848, in Pulaski County, Ken- 
tucky, and died at her home in 
Didsbury May 13, 1944, at the age 
of 95 years, 8 months and 18 days 


She was third eldest of a family 
of twelve children, none of whom 
are living. While still a baby, 
her parents moved to Tennessee 
Where they remained until the 
close of the civil war. They then 
went to Nebraska by covered 
wagon and oxteam, taking almost 
an entire year on the trip. There 
she married Aaron K. Franklin, 
a veteran of the civil war, March 
28, 1872. He predeceased her on 
January 7th, 1933... They home- 
steaded in the state of Kansas, 
where their five children were 
born, two of them dying in child- 
hood 

She came to Didsbury in De- 
cember, 1904, where, with the 
exception of a short time spent 
in the Cremona district, she has 
since made her home.

Cause Injury To Livestock In 
Many Cases 
| Investigation by the National Weed 
| Committee has shown that many of 
the complaints made by livestock 
men in regard to the injury to health 
of animals caused by certain feeding 
stuffs is due to the presence of pois 
onous or other injurious weed seeds 
in the feed. Sometimes animals re- 
fuse to eat the feeds and the trouble 
is often traceable to the presence of 
seeds Which are bitter or otherwise 
disagreeable in taste. It has been 
|authoritatively stated that poisonous 
weeds are Wild mustard, black mus 
tard, worm seed mustard, penny 
cress, tumbling mustard, purple 
cockle, and false flax. The following 
are also objectionable in feed on ae- 
ecunt of injurious properties or dis 
agreeable taste:--darnel, cow cockle, 
blue burr, hare's ear mustard, wild 

radish, and ergotized grains.

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| GARDEN NOTES 


| Plenty Of Time 
There is still plenty of time to have 


radishes long before the usual season. 
But extra early planting is a gamble 
and that is why experts urge that 
only part of the seed be sown then 
and the balance reserved for plant- 
ing at the usual time and later. When 
planting is spread over weeks in this 
way there is the solid satisfaction of! 
having the harvest also spread over 
weeks in the summer and fall 

As a matter of actual statistics, 
the beginner almost always starts to 
plant his garden too soon and also 
stops planting too soon. There is still 
ample time in most parts of the coun- 
try for planting all sorts of vege- 
tables, and in fact the tender things 
like melons, cucumbers, peppers, 
tomatoes, etc., are best not sown or 
set out much before this date, 

Not Too Deep 

Generally speaking, the amateur is! 

inclined to plant too deep. Seed so 


planted will not germinate well. The 
general rule is three times” the 
diameter, which means mere press 


ing into the soil for fine seed like that 
of radish, poppy, carrot, ete, and 
about one or two inches deep for 
beans and peas, With bulbs and 
tubers like gladiolus and potatoes, 
from six to ten inches deep is recom- 
mended, the heavier the soil the 
shallower the planting 
Good Seed 

There is not a substitute for good 
seed. Other factors may be beyond 
control but the gardener has absolute 
check over this foundation, With- 
out good seed the garden is going 
to be a failure. 

Must Have Room 

A vital job that looks harder than 
it really is is thining. No vegetable 
or flower can develop properly un 
less it has plenty of room, Small 
things like carrots need about three 
inches between, beets about four, 
corn, three spreuts to the hill, With 
fine seed much drudgery can be saved 
by sowing thinly in the first place. 
With flowers that are grown from 
seed, thinning is equally important 
They must have room or they will 
grow spindly and break down prob-| 
ably in the first wind storm. |
